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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The independent claims 20 and 73 have added limitations that change the scope of the claims. Independent 
claim 20 includes the additional limitation of the longitudinal axis through the concave-shaped cross-sectional region being substantially 
parallel to the longitudinal axis of the tip region. Independent claim 73 includes the additional limitation of relative longitudinal movement of 
the electrode assembly being permitted while relative lateral movement of the electrode assembly is substantially restricted. Although 
similar limitations were previously included in claims 23 and 24, these claims depended from claim 20 and the addition of such limitations 
to independent claim 73 presents a new combination of claimed limitations which requires further search and consideration. 
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
